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SMUHFIELD MAN CHAINED W/ MURDER

A Smithfield man has been 
charged with murdering his 
brother-in-law over a property 
dispute Saturday afternoon. 

Kentucky State Police arrested 
James Fowler, 57, of Smithfield, 
after determining that a dispute 
over a property line allegedly 


led Fowler to shoot Nick 
Biblehauser in the head 
with a handgun. 

Biblehauser, the broth¬ 
er of Fowler’s wife, was 
declared dead at the 
scene by assistant Henry 
County Coroner Mike 
Paris. 

Troopers found 
Bibelhauser, 61, of

Smithfield dead from a 
gunshot wound to the 
head. 

KSP Post 5 Public 
Affairs Officer Trooper 
Brad Arterburn said this 
isn’t the first time police 
have been called to the 
residence. 

“We have been out 
there several times over 


property disputes,” Arterburn 
said. “They live next to each 
other and have disputed over 
where a property line is.” 

The shooting occurred at 3:19 
p.m. Saturday at Bibelhauser’s 
residence at 7634 Ballardsville 
Road in Smithfield. 

After interviewing wit¬ 
nesses, detectives charged the 
alleged shooter James Fowler, 


57, of Smithfield with murder, 
Arterburn said. 

Troopers took Fowler to 
the Carroll County Regional 
Detention Center, where he 
remains lodged on a $100,000 
bond. 

KSP Detective Kurt Buhts 
is leading the investigation. 
Detective Buhts was assisted at

portrait art. 

Unlike a landscape piece 
where a tree can be a few 
inches off from its original 
spot, a portrait of a grand¬ 
mother’s face must be exact 
or Hedges feels like he hasn’t 
given his client their money’s 
worth. 

The eyes and nose must 
be spaced exacdy to her true 
features or the whole picture 
is off. Hedges loves that kind 
of challenge. 

“It’s also very motivat¬ 
ing when the subject of the 
drawing (if I’m doing one of 
an athlete, or some type of 
celebrity) sees the picture on 
Facebook, or wherever, and 
wants one for themselves, 
or their family,” Hedges 
said. “Several former and 
current Kentucky Wildcats 
and a couple Louisville and 
WKU basketball players all 
have purchased pictures for 
themselves from me, and it 
doesn’t get much cooler.” 

Eminence City Council 
has commissioned Hedges 
to paint murals at the Coach 
D Park in Eminence. Hedges 
plans on painting silhouettes 
of children doing various 
athletic activities surround¬ 
ing a portrait of Coach “D” 
Dewayne Douglas. 

“He (Coach Douglas) 
obviously needs to be includ¬ 
ed in the picture,” Hedges 
said. “He deserves it.” 

Hedges started drawing 
when he was 5. When he 
reached his teenage years, 
Hedges would often get 
bored when the neighbors 
his age weren’t home to play 
with. Instead of complain¬ 
ing there was nothing to 
do, he started sitting down 
and drawing. For Hedges, 
it turned out to be a great 
way to practice and refine 
his skill. 

“Art class was always my 
favorite in school. It’s just 
that there was no consisten¬ 
cy,” Hedges said. “During 
my four years in high school,

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With closure, 
city will 
lose historic 
buildings

Three more buildings along East 
Broadway may soon join the demol¬ 
ished history of Eminence’s past. 

Eminence City Council read the 
final ordinance last week to close the 
Browning’s Lane alley. Eminence 
Mayor Drane Stephens said all the 
property owners with butting access 
and easements along Browning Lane 
had to verbally agree to a consent to 
sell to CVS. According to Stephens, 
the remaining buildings would be 
cleared for construction. 

Since 1992, the stretch between 
Farmer’s Deposit Bank on Main 
Street and the corner of Broadway 
which boasted the Fuqua House, 
later called the Moody House and 
the Halcyon (peaceful) Hotel, and the 
Bauer Building, most recently known 
as Lola’s, was cleared, and is now the 
Browning Chevrolet car lot. 

On the corner of East Broadway and 
Penn Street, Slaughter’s Dry Goods 
Store occupied the bottom portion of 
the building most recently known as 
King’s Auto Parts. The once promi¬ 
nent round tower feature on the cor¬ 
ner of the building was damaged by a 
tornado in 2004. 

Eminence Theater owner Arey Miles 
once stated in an interview that c 01d 
Man’ Rapp was a butcher who had the 
building built. The upper level of the 
building referred to as Rapp’s Hall had 
a stage with scenery and curtains. Later 
called Rapp’s Opera House, the space 
was also considered the town com¬ 
munity hall where graduation would 
be held. Members of the Eminence 
Methodist Church lost their church in 
a fire in 1891 when the Miles Livery 
Stable burned down. Until the new 
church was completed, the congrega¬ 
tion met in several places and most 
regularly at the Opera House. 

Many residents remember the 
upstairs as John McDaniel’s Dance 
Hall. People would often park their 
cars on Saturdays just to get a parking 
spot for the return home that night. 
Eminence resident Juanita Jefferies 
never made it into the building. But 
she remembers the excitement of peo¬ 
ple watching on a Saturday night and

S exual abuse cases 
make up 70 percent 
of Kentucky State 
Police Post 5 detectives’ 
caseload. Most of those may 
never be prosecuted. 

KSP Sergeant Todd 
Harwood almost guarantees 
that a new case lands on 
a detectives’ desks at least 
once a week. 

On the detectives’ assign¬ 
ment board there are more 
cases of sexual abuse, rape 
and sodomy than any other 
investigation. 

During the next session 
of Circuit Court in Henry 
County, Circuit Court 
Judge Karen Conrad will 
hear cases totaling three 
counts of 1st degree sexual 
abuse; three counts of 1st 
degree sexual abuse with a 
victim under 12; 14 counts 
of 1st degree unlawful 
transaction with a minor; an 


illicit sex act under the age 
of 16; use of a minor under 
16 in sex performance; two 
counts of 1st degree rape; 
one count of 2nd degree 
rape; and 2nd degree sod¬ 
omy. 

Most child sex abuse cases 
will not be prosecuted or 
taken to court, Harwood 
said. 

“It’s one of the most 
frustrating aspects of sexual 
abuse cases,” Harwood 
said. “You know how they 
did it, when they did it and 
in a courtroom you have a 
child against an adult where 
a jury expects CSI-type evi¬ 
dence.” 

Most victims don’t report 
sexual abuse right away 
and evidence cannot be 
obtained. Sexual abuse cases 
most always are reported 
later when DNA evidence 
isn’t pristine, physical evi¬ 


dence on the body has 
healed and in some cases 
not reported for several 
years. 

“The perpetrator almost 
always is someone the vic¬ 
tim knows,” Harwood said. 
“Because of the age of the 
child they may not be able 
to articulate things the way 
they happened. Children see 
the world and remember in 
ways that is a different time¬ 
line than adults. Sometimes 
it can discredit them in a 
trial.” 

Embarrassment and family 
dynamics also delay victims 
in reporting sexual abuse. 

“Sex abuse has always 
been there, but because kids 
are more educated this isn’t 
a family secret kept behind 
closed doors anymore,” 
Harwood said. “Kids are 
tweeting, using Facebook

It’s pouring rain outside; 
it’s 48 degrees; and every¬ 
one around is all smiles. 
Why? It’s play-time, and 
for many Alaskans, that 
translates into fishing time. 
True, it is a bit nippy and 
we need to wear gloves and 
a coat or heavy jacket, but 
what’s there to complain 
about? After all, the salmon 
are the ones swimming in 
the cold water and head¬ 
ing straight for our dinner 
table! We just get to whoop 
and holler as we reel them 
in. Then, of course, begins 
the work of preserving the 
catch. I am always happy 
to see the huge filets of a 
silver salmon going into my 
freezer. 

For myself, and many 
others living in the Alaskan 
interior; play time involves a

lot of work! First, camping 
supplies must be gathered 
and organized. Next, comes 
the fishing and boating 
equipment; every net, rod, 
reel, tackle box, cooler and 
life jacket should be cleaned 
and ready to go. Then, 
there is the matter of food 


— don’t count on being 
able to shop anywhere - 
take it with you (where 
I like to go, there is one 
grocery store in about 100 
miles). 

Once packed, load the 
family and pets and drive 
for nine hours to get to 
“that special place.” With 
gas prices running from 
$4.04 to $4.39 per gal¬ 
lon, this is not an easy 
treat on the pocketbook. 
Sometimes, we camp over¬ 
night on the way; other 
times, we drink coffee and 
switch drivers. 

When we arrive at our 
destination, we walk the 
pets, set up camp, purchase 
ice for the coolers, check 
the tide book, and check 
out the bear situation. After 
all of this, we gear up and 


grab the fishing equipment 
as we head for the water. 
Sometimes, the trip last for 
3 or 4 days; other times it 
last for a week or so. Day 
after day, rain or sun, we 
gear up and head for the 
water. So, what happens if 
the fish are not biting or 
the salmon run is just not 
as strong as usual? Does 
it mean a wasted trip? A 
ruined vacation? Not at all. 
It simply means time to do 
other things. 

In the litde community 
where I like to fish, you can 
see bunny rabbits on main 
street; watch little kids learn 
to ride bikes, discuss the 
fishing catch and weather 
with complete strangers, 
visit a museum, or stop by 
the library for some quiet 
time with yourself and a 


good book. This, though, 
is after you have taken care 
of any fish that have been 
caught. It all depends on 
the catch. Some years, we 
have been up to the wee 
hours of the morning pro¬ 
cessing fish. Then, we sleep 
for a few hours and start all 
over again! 

For 14 years of doing 
the silver run, I have yet to 
be bored. There is always 
something happening. Two 
nights ago, a black bear 
wandered into camp. He 
stopped about three feet 
from me, stared at me long 
enough to take his picture, 
took another step forward, 
turned and headed away 
from camp. Maybe, he 
changed his mind about the 
tacos we were having for 
supper. Regardless of what 


changed his mind, I’m glad 
he decided to retreat. 

The last time we were 
here, a grizzly decided to 
stroll through the down¬ 
town area. He was just 
loping along; neither fast 
nor slow; just out for a bit 
of a stroll. He headed into 
a residential area. The sher¬ 
iff’s department was a min¬ 
ute behind, stopping only 
long enough for us to show 
which way the bear went. 

Fishing may not be 
everyone’s idea of a fun 
vacation, but fishing and 
good friends certainly make 
it a fun time for me, even 
without the bears!

When the cemetery was opened a number of people 
who had been buried on their farms in the vicinity were 
moved to the cemetery. 

Those men of 1860 who had the vision and so made 
possible our cemetery had names many of which are still 
in our community: Clubb, Bright, McCorkie, Brown, 
Swinney, Wilson and Crabb. They were the Eminence 
Cemetery Board of that day. For one and a half centuries 
their creation has been the “going home” resting place 
for heroes of five wars as well as for our families and loved 
ones. 

More renovation with new trees and shrubbery, 
improved roads, straightening of monuments, etc. needs to 
be done.

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and they are not as 
closed off from people 
anymore. They are telling 
their friends, counselors 
and teachers.” 

Sex abuse cases come in 
cycles to detectives at Post 
5. Reporting spikes occur 
during school spring break 
and the summer months. 
Children are on vacation 
or at camps where they are 
exposed to other people 
like counselors and not 
their normal routine that 
may involve the perpetra¬ 
tor. 

Signs of abuse 

Parents, guardians or 
caretakers should take psy¬ 
chological changes in chil¬ 
dren as possible cues of 
sexual abuse. Children will 
occasionally seem more 
sexualized, mimic sexual 
acts or touch other chil¬ 
dren after sexual abuse. 

“Watch your child and 
take notice if they are more 
withdrawn,” Harwood 
said. “Frequent bedwet¬ 
ting, difficulty sleeping are 
all signs to look for.” 

Parents also should 
monitor what children 
are telling their friends 
on Facebook if they are 
permitted to use it. Look 
at their artwork and the 
things they write for evi¬ 
dence of uncharacteristic 
behavior or themes indi¬ 
cating abuse. Law enforce¬ 
ment officials encourage 
family members to talk 


with children. Male vic¬ 
tims are less likely to report 
than a female. 

How you question and 
talk with your child is just 
as important to the case as 
evidence. 

How to report 

There are certain things 
that can jeopardize a sex 
abuse case and make for a 
more difficult conviction. 

• If a child says they have 
been sexually abused don’t 
question them any further. 
Law enforcement should 
be contacted immediately. 

“It protects the integrity 
of the investigation and 
helps us bring justice to the 
victim,” Harwood said. “If 
a jury or defense attorney 
suspects that a victim has 
been lead to the charge it 
is harder to convict.” 

• No one should con¬ 
front the suspected perpe¬ 
trator. 

“Family members that 
confront the perpetrator, 
give the suspect time to 
rehearse their defense, 
evidence can be compro¬ 
mised,” Harwood said. “It 
allows us to make our first 
priority the safety of the 
child.” 

The Exploited Chidren’s 
Help Organization in 
Louisville offers these 
additional guidelines to 
parents: 

•Believe your child. 
Young children rarely lie 
about sexual abuse. 

•Reassure your child. It 
will aid in setting the tone 
for your child’s recovery 
from the trauma 

• Tell your child that you 


believe them and assure 
them they did the right by 
telling someone. 

• Call Child Protective 
Services and law enforce¬ 
ment. 

Protocol for protection 
and prosecution 

•Victims should be 
interviewed by child advo¬ 
cacy officials through 
social services who con¬ 
duct forensics interviews 
and implement techniques, 
which meet the legal 
requirements of the court. 
Medical staff will also be 
available. 

•Law enforcement offi¬ 
cials can obtain search war¬ 
rants for bedding, cloth¬ 
ing, furniture, text mes¬ 
sages and materials like 
photographs. 

• Law enforcement can 
interview the suspect. Use 
a polygraph test as a tool 
for the grand jury and 
prosecution. 

“Social services help us 
put together a safety plan 
first and remove the child 
or the perpetrator from 
the home,” Harwood said. 
“Social services can get an 
emergency custody order. 
Most individuals will coop¬ 
erate at this point if they 
are perpetrator to prove 
their innocence.” 

Assistant 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Courtney Baxter’s caseload 
is usually made up of 50 
percent sex abuse cases. 
Her prosecution relies 
heavily on witnesses not 
being tainted — not being 
interviewed too many 


times to get a case before 
the grand jury. She works 
closely with Teresa Leet 
Victim Advocate of the 
12th Judicial District, as 
a liaison who helps victims 
receive counseling and pro¬ 
vides the victim informa¬ 
tion and notification every¬ 
day service which includes 
updates after every court 
hearing, the offender’s sta¬ 
tus and protective order 
information. 

“Sexual abuse steals a 
victim’s childhood and we 
can’t give it back to them,” 
Baxter said. “We have 
the obstacles of delayed 
reporting, sometimes lack 
of physical evidence a juror 
wants and sometimes vic¬ 
tims recant unintentionally 
or tell their mother and 
sister conflicting stories 
that may jeopardize their 
credibility. “ 

Baxter stressed that 
jurors want to have physi¬ 
cal evidence so they can, 
without a reasonable doubt 
convict the perpetrator. 

“There are certain things 
most people don’t real¬ 
ize about sex abuse cases 
until they are educated,” 
Baxter said. “The body can 
recover from physical dam¬ 
age done during rape or 
sodomy in as little as 24 
hours. They don’t under¬ 
stand why a child doesn’t 
immediately call 911 after 
they are abused because 
they are scared and con¬ 
fused.” 

Baxter stressed it is 
important for children to 
receive counseling. 

“It helps the child while 
they are going through 


recovery and the convic¬ 
tion process,” Baxter said. 
“It also helps us under¬ 
stand what the child can 
withstand in a trial setting. 

Baxter believes sex 
offenders should be pun¬ 
ished and the biggest issue 
can be lack of evidence. 

“CSI-type shows provide 
great entertainment, but 
are sometimes unrealistic,” 
Baxter said. “They wrap the 
bad guy up in a bow with 
DNA evidence and the case 
is solved. Jurors take their 
job very seriously. They 
want the DNA so they can 
be sure they are absolutely 
correct. Documentation 
helps us. Text messages, 
phone records, anything 
that corroborates a victim’s 
account will help.” 

Preventive measures 

Kentucky State Police 
detectives Tim Moore and 
Steven Goodale both stress 
the need to know who 
your children are around. 
Contact law enforcement 
immediately to report 
abuse and listen to your 
children. 

“Parents also need to be 
aware of where their chil¬ 
dren are,” Goodale said. 
“Whether it is a sleepover 
or parties. Use software 
to filter what your chil¬ 
dren are able to view on 
the Internet like Safe Eyes 
every measure helps.” 

Safe Eyes is a software 
product put out by McAfee 
that allows parents to fil¬ 
ter what sites their chil¬ 
dren visit and also keeps a 
detailed history of where 
they have been. 


“I enjoy what I do and 
I want to help children 
that really need it,” Moore 
said. “If you can affect one 
child’s life and bring them 
justice it is worth it.” 

Detectives also advise 
parents to use online tools 
like the sex offender regis¬ 
try to see where offenders 
are located. 

“Despite the number of 
registered sex offenders 
listed,” Moore said, “you 
have to realize there prob¬ 
ably should be at least ten 
more that aren’t.” 

The caseload and nature 
of sex crimes can be daunt¬ 
ing to detectives Harwood 
stressed, but the reward 
compels them. 

“For me it’s about a 
little girl who was abused 
by her stepfather in a case 
I investigated several years 
ago,” Harwood said. “The 
mother wrote to me that 
she still mentions me and 
wanted me to be her daddy. 
We are the protectors of 
those children. They have 
very small voices , but we 
have the capacity to make 
sure they are heard.”

I had three different art 
teachers. My senior year 
was Mrs. Robin McHone’s 
first year as the art teach¬ 
er there.

Hedges lives in Eminence 
and graduated from EIS in 
2000.

of the surrounding area, 
enjoyed Eminence’s lively 
nightlife. 

“It was known to be 
a rowdy place with foot 
stomping country music,” 
Jefferies said. “My daddy 
would park our car and 
then walk home so we 
would have a parking space 
at night. That was before 
you had parallel parking. 
He said he better never 
catch us walking up those 
stairs to the dance hall.” 

According to Jefferies, 
you didn’t need to go 
upstairs to hear the music. 

“The windows would be 
raised so you could hear 
the music. They didn’t 
have air conditioning 
then,” Jefferies said. “We 
would watch to see who 
went in and who came out. 
Sometimes you could catch 
someone who had got¬ 
ten in a fight and thrown 
down the stairs out of the 
dance hall.” 

Slaughter’s below the 
hall, sold dry goods and 
utilitarian items, Jefferies 
said. 

“You could buy dresses 
and shoes there,” Jefferies 
said. “My mother bought 
a pair of shoes in the store 
once for $ 1 with little heels 
on them. I wore them 


when I took my first train 
trip. I was all fixed up and 
my sister and sister-in-law 
said I had mother’s dollar 
heels on.” 

The second building 
to the left of Slaughter’s 
was once the site of the 
Cumberland Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. 
The building later would 
be one of the numerous 
liquor stores as Eminence 
is the county’s only ‘wet’ 
city. 

Jimmy Howse opened 
Howse Liquors in 1952. 
He sold the business in the 
latel950s to J.T. Wilson 
and Lester Ritchie. 

Ballard and Marjorie 
Payne opened B&M 
Grill in 1955 in the other 
half of the building. The 
Paynes’ hamburgers were 
said to rival most restau¬ 
rants in town and was 
often compared to Spencer 
Bond’s hamburgers at the 
Pleasureville Pool Hall. 
The Paynes worked at the 
business until 1988 when 
they sold it to George and 
Fran Kelley. The name was 
then changed to Kelley’s 
Bar & Grill. This build¬ 
ing most recently would 
be known as Chumbo’s. 
The same tornado in 2004 
badly damaged the build¬ 
ing’s roof and has since sat 
vacant. 

The final building along 
the strip was once the 
Kentucky Utilities office. 
In the summer of 1915, 


Wheeler Early and Ben 
Pollard started an open 
air movie theater called an 
air dome. Before drive-ins, 
air dome movie theaters 
became popular around 
the turn of the century. 
They offered an alterna¬ 
tive to early 1900s movie 
theaters that couldn’t be 
cooled adequately during 
the summer months before 
air conditioning. The audi¬ 
ence typically would watch 
the movies on a building 
facade with musical accom¬ 
paniment. 

The Kentucky Utilities 
Company kept an office 
in Eminence until it was 
joined with an office in 
Shelby County. The pres¬ 
ent building houses Lee 
Family Chiropractic. 

Downtown Eminence 
still has many turn of the 
century buildings along 
Main Street. 

The Eminence Historic 
Commercial District was 
placed on the National 
Register of Historic Places 
in 1979. The title lists the 
areas of Penn Street, Main 
Street and Broadway. 

The area covered by the 
designation contains 28 
buildings, including 10 
that faced the streets. Most 
of the buildings were built 
during the height of the 
railroad boom throughout 
the state. They are noted 
on the registry for the 
turn of century architect 
style periods specifically 


froml875-1899 and the 
years of 1850-1874. 

National Register 
Coordinator of the 
Kentucky Heritage Council 
Marty Perry said the 
National Register is used as 
a planning tool for Federal 
agencies, more than as a 
tool to limit owners from 
changing their property. 
Federal agencies must look 
for ways to mitigate nega¬ 
tive impacts on properties 
that qualify for the cultural 
landscape of a Registered 
property or area when it 
involves government enti¬ 
ties. Perry stressed that 
many surrounding areas cit¬ 
ies like Shelbyville in Shelby 
County or Louisville have 
local protection ordinanc¬ 
es and laws passed which 
lead to the misconception 
it is protection from the 
National Register that is 
behind the protection. “If 
demolition happens with¬ 
out federal assistance or 
the need to obtain a permit 
from a federal agency, city 
or county governments 
have the right to condemn 
the properties, purchase 
the property and develop 
it. Local protection laws 
and ordinances are often 
confused with what protec¬ 
tion the National Register 
gives,” Perry said.

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Ensure safety when handling melons 



The recent salmonella 
outbreak traced to canta¬ 
loupes grown in Indiana 
has many Kentuckians 
concerned about consum¬ 
ing melons, but it doesn’t 
necessarily mean that you 
have to abstain from eating 
this fresh summer delicacy. 
When properly handled, 
melons can be a safe, satis¬ 
fying treat. 

Here are some tips on 
how to safely handle mel¬ 
ons: 

• Buy melons from a 


local, reputable source. 
The shorter the distance 
food has to travel from 
farm to table, the less of a 
chance that microorgan¬ 
isms have grown on the 


produce. Microorganisms 
need time to multiply. 

• Wash your hands 
before and after handling 
fresh produce. 

• Before consuming, 


rinse melons with clean, 
running water and use a 
clean vegetable brush to 
scrub away debris on the 
skin, even if they have 
been prewashed. Washing 
the skin of fresh produce 
is important even if you 
are going to only eat the 
inside of the fruit as bac¬ 
teria on the skin can be 
transferred to the flesh of 
the fruit when it is sliced. 

• Do not use dishwash¬ 
ing or hand soap to wash 
produce. These items have 


not been tested for use on 
food. 

• Cut melons using 
clean, sanitized knives and 
cutting boards. 

• Once sliced, melons 
must be stored below 40 
degrees Fahrenheit and 
consumed within a few 
days. 

• Avoid consuming 
any melons if the store, 
restaurant or market does 
not know where they were 
grown. You may also want 
to avoid purchasing pre¬ 


sliced melons as you do 
not know whether proper 
safety precautions were 
taken in their processing.

200 YEARS AGO

Admire posted a bond to 
secure a license to marry 
Sara Heaton, daughter 
of William Heaton.

Isaac Malin, 
a Baptist Minister, per¬ 
formed the ceremony. 

175 YEARS AGO 

Richard W. Shockency 
purchased 100 acres of 
vacant land on the waters 
of Six Mile Creek from 
the County Court at the 
price of six cents per acre. 
Shockency paid the cost 
of the survey. 

On Sept. 11, 1837, 
Robert Martin posted a 
bond for 50 pounds to 
secure a marriage license 
to wed Mary Green, 
daughter of Joseph Green. 
The couple was married 
in a ceremony officiated 
by Richard Dearing on 
Sept. 12. 

Thomas M. Ballard filed 
a claim with the County 
Court for $6.25 for 2.5 
days work, with his hors¬ 
es, wagon and plow, on 
the road and erecting 
two finger boards (road 
signs) at the forks of the 
Bedford Road.

19 th century lynch mob

The Henry and Owen 
County and Kentucky 
River Marauders terror¬ 
ized residents in Owen 
and Henry County for a 
reported 16 years before 
a lynch mob took justice 
into their own hands and 
four suspects from New 
Castle Jail. 

The marauders have 
been credited with the 
lawless activity in the 
Kentucky River area span¬ 
ning Owen, Henry and 
Carroll Counties, which 
caused federal troops to be 
called in to restore peace 
during the late 1800s. A 
telegraphed story from 
Campbellsburg recounts 
a tale after the Civil War 
of a band of roughriders 
forcing African Americans 
from Henry County. 

The main source of the 
group’s exploits came from 
the questionable confession 
of Richard Shuck the night 
before his execution. 

Richard Shuck was a 
member of the gang con¬ 
sisting of leader ‘King 
Jim’ Simmons, his son- 
in-law Bob Goodrich and 
his brothers Joe and Sam. 
Shuck had been charged 
with the murder of father- 
in-law Nelson Parish in 
Gratz. Witnesses saw Shuck 
with Parish in his father-in- 
law’s tobacco patch. 

Shuck later came back to 
Parish’s house alone telling 
Parish’s wife that, “The old 
man will never come back. 
He has gone to Henry 
County. I have bought his 
tobacco crop. Don’t keep 
dinner, for we won’t be on 
hand.” 

Residents discovered 
Parish’s body after put¬ 
ting out a fire at the 
schoolhouse near Parish’ s 
tobacco crop in Brown’s 
Bottom in Owen County. 
A written account by Alan 
Trout of the Courier- 
Journal in 1939 stated that 
Shuck as a resident was 
obligated to respond to 
the fire and acted strangely 
when neighbors identified 
Parish’s body by a pock- 
etknife left on the body. 
Several bits of circumstan¬ 
tial evidence also aided in 
the conviction of Richard 
Shuck. He possessed a 
counterfeit bill that had 
belonged to Parish as well. 
While drinking in a tavern, 
Shuck bragged about buy¬ 
ing Parish’s tobacco crop 
and tried to pay off a debt 


with the counterfeit bill. 

With the aid of Jesse 
Fears, Shuck wrote a con¬ 
fession admitting he and 
the group’s involvement in 
crimes consisting of murder 
and robbery. The maraud¬ 
ers’ modus operandi usually 
involved tying rope around 
a victim’s neck and a heavy 
rock before tossing them 
into the Kentucky River 
sometimes while they were 
still alive. This was the case 
for the murder of John 
O’Nan. 

According to Shuck’s 
confession, 10 to 12 
marauders deliberated 
near Harper’s Ferry about 
how to dispose of O’Nan’s 
body. 

“...The shot was not 
aimed right, and struck 
him on the arm and broke 
it,” Shuck confessed. “He 
begged that if we could 
not spare his life to give 
him time to pray.” 

One of the marauders 
told O’Nan that time did 
not allow it. 

Shuck names Jackson 
Simmons and David Carter 
as gang members who 
helped him put O’Nan in 
the river. 

The following Saturday 
night in 1871, Shuck and 
several members of what 
Shuck called the ‘Ku-Klux’ 
in Lockport whipped a man 
that lived in the Six-Mile 
hills for “...being indolent 
and addicted to drunken¬ 
ness, giving his family but 
little of his attend, and of 
which they greatly stood 
in need.” Shuck conclud¬ 
ed the event had a good 
effect, “...causing him to 
quit the tippling-shops and 


give himself to industry, 
which was means of caus¬ 
ing him to prosper.” 

Shuck, Simmons, Bob 
Goodrich and David Carter 
were in Louisville when 
they Tell into the com¬ 
pany’ of a man conducting 
business for a recently wid¬ 
owed sister. The motley 
crew convinced the man 
to wait until daylight when 
they all could take the train 
back to Pleasureville. The 
man’s home was six to 
eight miles away and with 
darkness approaching, the 
band shared some of their 
whiskey with him. 

Upon reaching a cave 
near Six Mile Creek, they 
told the gentlemen they 
heard a sound. When he 
sought out the source 
inside the cave, they all 
accompanied him. Shuck 
credited Simmons with 
shooting the man with a 
pistol in the head. They 
emptied his pockets and 
tossed his body into the 
cave. 

“...It fell with a crash 
that echoed back, and 
inspired an awe that would 
have made the run chill of 
any but such as had had 
their consciences seared by 
the repetition of crime,” 
Shuck said. 

Six miles between 
Hardin’s Bottom and 
Lockport, the group mur¬ 
dered the son of John James 
who stole $14.75 from his 
father’s bureau. His son 
initially confided to the 
group his father hid $56 
in his bureau, but decided 
to not to take it all. Carter, 
Simmons, Goodrich and 
Shuck threw his body into 
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justice 

a sinkhole after finding the 
lesser amount with much 
disappointment. 

Shuck confessed to two 
robberies involving a ped¬ 
dler and a wool trader from 
Madison, Ind. In 1874. He 
would implicate the gang 
in killing a man near Pot 
Ripple named Galligan. 

Shuck denied killing his 
father-in-law and named 
the rest in his band as 
being responsible. The 
group lead by Simmons 
was rumored to be operat¬ 
ing near Scott County and 
hiding out near Stamping 
Ground Road in a two- 
story log house known as 
Simmon’s Inn. Shuck gave 
the location of a peddler’s 
body where a skeleton was 
found, but the man would 
soon arrive back in town 
after authorities hung 
Shuck. 

Outrage infected resi¬ 
dents in both Owen and 
Henry County. On the 
afternoon of Sept. 3, 1877 
it was reported that an 
informant warned County 
Judge Jacob Smith that 
King Jim and the Goodrich 
brothers, recently captured 
and held in the New Castle 
jail, would be mobbed. The 
judge dismissed the threat 
as he had heard it before. 
After midnight a group of 
masked men rode into to 
town and took the men. A 
smaller group was reported 
to have gone to William 
O’Brien’s home and forced 
him to give them rope. 
The mob took the men to 
the single arched bridge 
over Drennon Creek near 
New Castle city limits 
where they were hanged. 
Witnesses claimed that 
the rope around Bob 
Goodrich’s neck broke and 
he hit his head on a creek 
rock. The mob hanged 
Goodrich again with a 
tighter noose. 

There are many conflict¬ 
ing accounts to whether 
Shuck acted alone in some 
of his exploits and con¬ 
fessed to escape his hang¬ 
ing. Authorities never 
determined the identity of 
the skeleton found in the 
sinkhole. ‘King’ Jim’s body 
was buried in the cemetery, 
which is now a ball field 
next to the Henry County 
Board of Education.
